THE PLAN. 


Chartered under the laws of the State of Virginia 
to organize Mutual Fire Insurance Associations in 
the various counties in this or any other State. The 
object of each Association is to secure, by mutual co- 
operation, the protection of farm property or any 
detached buildings and contents against destruc- 
tion by fire, wind, or lightning. Each County 
Division must have a loeal organization, composed 
of a President, Treasurer, Local Agent, and one 
Director for each district. Each County Division 
shall only be responsible for the liabilities and 
assessments accruing from losses within its own 
territory, but two or more counties may be united 
_ in one Division. It is a company belonging exclu- 
sively to the people of each county or counties who 
make application for enough insurance (under the 
charter regulations) to justify the organization of a 
Division. . 

You can get a policy for fifty cents on the one 





hundred dollars’ worth of insurance granted in your 
contract, and your property insured your lifetime 
without paying any more, unless a member of your 
Division should meet with a loss by fire, wind, or 
lightning. 

Should a loss occur, it is reported to the Director 
of that district, who adjusts. it and reports the same 
to the President of the Division, who orders the 
Treasurer to make out an assessment to cover that 
loss. Each and every member is then required to 
pay the Treasurer, within ninety days, his pro rata 
share of that loss. 

This plan has been operated in this State for the 
past twenty years, and the statistics show that the 
average assessment per annum is but $1.50 to $3.00 
on the one thousand dollars’ worth of property in- 
sured. 

Common sense should teach us that we can insure 
cach other at actual cost cheaper than a foreign com- 
pany can insure us at a profil, besides paying enor- 
mous salaries to officers, while we pay no salaries 
to officers at all. The By-Laws will fully explain 
the duties of all the officers, and observation will 
convinee the most obstinate that any member, for 
the welfare of his country, would cheerfully dis- 
charge the duties involved by his election. 

The reports of the capital companies show that 
they collect $1.00 in premiums, of which they 
pay out 22 cents for losses, leaving 78 cents for 
profits; while under our plan we, the members, 
keep the 78 cents in our own pockets. 

There are over twenty counties in the State of 
Virginia that have been successfully operating under 
this plan for years, saving their members over a 
million dollars.

ADVANTAGES WE OFFER TO THE 
INSURED. 


1. This plan of insurance embraces the principle 


laid down by the Great Law-Giver, ‘‘ Bear ye one 
another’s burdens.” There is certainly enough of 
money and brains*in this land to help a fallen 
neighbor, if applied in a business-like manner. 

2. This plan has cost from $1.50 to $3.00 a year 
on the $1,000 insured, while a policy in a capital | 
company, including fire, wind, and lightning, costs 


- from $8.00 to $15.00 on each $1,000, and that to be 


paid three to five years in advance, thus adding to 
the already extravagant ‘charge the interest on 
money and liability of losing from two to four years’ 
premiums in case of loss the first year. 

3. By other companies money is taken out of a 
community in premiums; by our plan it is left in 
said community until there is an actual loss, then a 
legal assessment is made on the membership, and 
the money is paid to a neighbor. 





4, Risks are not so uncertain, owing to the great 
eare taken in insuring property and in the nature 
of the property insured. There is less danger of 
fraud, because every member is a party to the con- 
tract, and in cases of suspected fraud each member 
becomes his own detective. This feature brings the 
possibilities of fraud to a minimum. 

5. By this plan we pay for the protection we have 
enjoyed in the past, while in other companies you 
pay for protection you expect to get. If you are 
rich you may get it all; if poor you may get a por- 
tion of the policy you have paid for dearly. We 
insure to be sure, and are not disappointed. 

6. Your policy is a contract with two sides, while 
in other companies you must enter into a contract 
written by the company, for the company, and 
against you. You can read and understand the 
policy of this Association. Few understand an ave- 
rage insurance policy. 

7, The man who values your property also adjusts 
your loss in this Association. Your neighbor, who 
is generally an honest man, values your property ; 
but when you sustain a loss in other companies, a 
sharper and a stranger comes and looks at the ashes 
and says what you have lost. 

8. You can, on account of the small expense of 
this Association, be insured against fire, wind, and 
lightning, while a fire policy is about all you can 
afford in the old companies. You can live in your 
house, enjoy your goods, and not, be subject to a 
thousand and one little restrictions, made rather for 
the advantage of the company than its protection. 
The money paid out is kept at home,and every dollar 
goes to the loser of property, which means the up- 
building of your own country. 
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The advantage which a co-operative has over any 
other company is about this: They pay no taxes, 
have perpetual policies, and do not have to pay for 
renewals. After being built up, it costs but a trifle 
to run them, compared with other companies, and, 
as they insure isolated property only, they are the 
most reliable financial institutions on earth, 
Again, while other companies are doing business for 
profit, these are doing business for protection, and 
write their policies with a view to protection, while 
other companies write theirs with reference to the 
profit they can make. In other words, these co-ope- 
rative associations write their policies to protect 
the insured, while all others write their policies to 
protect the company. 

One of the common mistakes made by people is 
confounding a co-operative life with that of fire. 
They forget that one is built of meat and the other 
with wood and metal. When a man grows old he 
is sure to die, while an old house is no more liable 
to burn than a new one. 
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BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


MUTUAL BENEFIT ASSOCIATION 


OF VIRGINIA, 


Section 1. All expenses shall be paid by pro rata 
assessment of all the property assigned to this Divi- 
sion of the Association, and the members of this 
Division of the Association shall be composed of the 
owners of property assigned to this Division of the 
Association. 

Seo. 2. No property shall be taken for more than 
three-fourths its full value. 

Seo. 3. No by-law or apportionment shall at any 
time be made except it applies alike to all property 
insured by this Division of the Association. 

Sec. 4. The territory of any Division of this Asso- 
ciation shall be limited to county lines, but the 
Agent may take property on or near the limits of 
this territory. Two or more counties may be joined 
together when it is to the interest of the Associa- 
tion. The Agent shall collect one-half of one 
per cent. of the amount of insurance on all property

entering this Division of the Association, of the 
party or parties entering property ; which collection 
‘shall be the full amount paid for labor and ex- 
penditures. 

Sic. 5. The members of this Division shall be 
responsible and liable only for such losses, expenses, 
and debts as may occur and accrue within the con- 
fines of this County Division, and beyond this there 
shall be no further Hability against the members of 
this County Division, nor against any of the property 
embraced in their policies and insurance. But the 
policies of this county organization shall first be 
signed by the General Agent and countersigned by 
the President of this County Association and the 
insured of the County Association. 

Src. 6. The Agent shall take no steam mill into 
this Associdtion. If a gin-house or other buildings 
be taken into this Association, which shall at 
intervals be operated by steam, the insurance on 
such building, or buildings adjacent and endangered 
thereby, shall be removed so long as it is so ope- 
rated; but such danger being removed from such 
building, the policy shall again become intact. 

Src. 7. No building shall be taken into this Asso- 
ciation within the incorporation of any town, unless 
said building is made of metal and covered with 
metal, and is at least fifty feet from the property of 
a neighbor; and if made of wood and covered with 
metal, it shall be seventy-five feet; and if both 
made of wood and covered with wood, it shall not 
be less than one hundred feet from the building of 
a neighbor. In small and unincorporated villages 
the Agent shall exercise his best judgment, always 
looking to the best interests of the Association, 
and, when three or more Directors advise, he may 
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take in any property he thinks safe from fire by the 
burning of adjoining buildings. Neither gins nor 
warehouses containing insured cotton, peanuts, or 
tobacco shall be taken into this Association. 

Src. 8. Should the Agent or any one appointed 
by him violate By-Law No. 7, then shall the Agent 
be fined not less than twice the fee, nor more than 
ten times the amount, at the discretion of the Di- 
rectors, said fine to be applied to losses accruing to 
the Association in this Division. 

Sec. 9. The Agent may take into this Association 
churches, dwellings, barns, and out-buildings, house- 
hold goods of all descriptions, live stock and cattle, 
farming utensils, including pleasure carriages, har- 
ness, and implements usually kept in barns, car- 
penter shops, and contents of .such buildings. 


Isolated store-houses and goods within may be 


taken into this Association, but the insurance 


» written must not exceed one-half of the cash value 
’ of such store houses and stocks of goods. 


Seo. 10. Should either the President or Agent ap- 
point assistants, such assistants shall be respon- 
sible to their principals and not to the Associa- 
tion, which shall hold each responsible for every- 
thing done in his name. 

Sec. 11. Should any member desire to take out 
insurance on cotton, tobacco, or such goods stored in 
buildings insured in this Association, said goods 
being such as this Association does not insure, then 
said member shall at once notify the Agent or 
Director, who shall suspend both the insurance and 
liability to assessment for the same on such build- 
ing until said policy expires, when the building shall 
again be reckoned on the Association as before, with- 
out additional charge to the owner. 
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Sec. 12. Any member may withdraw his or her 
property, or any portion of it, from this Association, 
by paying all assessments against the same, includ- 
ing $1.00 withdrawal fee, and giving the Secretary or 
President thirty days’ notice of his: intention prior 
to time of withdrawal. Likewise the Association 
may, through the Board of Directors, or in accord- 
ance with the By-Laws of this Association, remove 
any property they think the interest of the Associa- 
tion demands, by giving the insured thirty days’ 
notice prior to time of withdrawal; but both the 
Association and the insured shall be bound until 
noon of the thirtieth day from date of notice. 

Src. 18. No member shall, after insuring property 
in this Division of this Association, carry additional 
insurance in another company without the consent 
of both the President and the Agent of this Divi- 
sion. No risk larger in amount than two thousand 
dollars shall be taken on any one piece of property. | 
Any member who sells or otherwise disposes of 
property insured in this Association may transfer 
the policy to the purchaser or purchasers thereof, by 
the permission of the proper Director, by paying 
the Agent $1.00 transfer fee. 

Sro. 14. The Agent may reduce the insurance on 


“any property, but may not, except as required by 


the By-Laws, remove property. 

Sec. 15. The Agent may write policies to take 
effect at any time after time of insuring. 

Sec. 16 The Agent shall furnish a full list of all 
members and the insured property in each district 
to the Director of that district, and he shall furnish 
a full list of all the members and insured property 
in the county to the President and Secretary of the 
County Division of the Association.

Src. 17. Should the Directors at any time see 
cause to extend the period for collecting an assess- 
ment, they can extend the time not exceeding three 
months nor less than thirty days. 

Gmc. 18. All persons becoming members of this 
Association prior to its organization shall be known 
ag Charter Members, who may, if they lose or sell 
their property and rebuild or purchase again within 
the territory occupied by this Division, enter the 
second time without again paying their initiation 
fees; provided, however, they are members at the 
time of the sale of property. 

Spc. 19. The officers of this County Division shall 
be a President, Agent, Secretary, Treasurer, and 
one Director for each district wherein there are 
members of this Association. 

Seo. 20. It shall be the duty of the President to 
sign all policies, order all assessments through the 
Treasurer, pay all losses after they have been ad- 


justed by the Director and collected by the 


Treasurer, and, together with the Agent, he may 
compromise or arbitrate disputed claims. When 
litigation is unavoidable, then he, together with the 
Agent, shall conduct the suit for the Association. 
He may also, in case of emergency, perform the

_2S8ho. 21. It shall be the duty of the Agent to: 
41.) Value all property and submit all applications 
to the proper Director for approval, and present all 
policies to the President for signature. 

(II.) Cause By-Laws, circulars, and policies to be 
printed, and such advertising matter as he may 
think necessary, and pay for same. 

(IHi.) He shall assist the Director in adjusting all 
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losses or claims against the Association, when ealled 
upon to do so by the Director. 

(IV.) The County Secretary and Treasurer shall 
furnish a full report of all losses and assessments 
to the Home Office at Richmond, as losses and 


assessments occur in their Association. 


(V.) He shall keep a record of all the meetings

(VI.) He shall notify any member whose policy 
may be any way changed. 

(VII.) In case of emergency, he shall perform the 
duties of the President, provided the President be 
unable to attend to same.

vacant, the President shall appoint his successor. 
Should the office of Director become vacant, the 
Agent may appoint a substitute, until the next 
general election, which shall invariably occur 
annually. 

Sec. 27. The President, Treasurer, Agent, and 
Directors of any Division of this Association may be 
removed by a mzjority vote of the members, but 
the constitution of each County Division may not 
be changed except by a two-thirds vote of that 
Division.

The Directors shall each have as many 
votes as there are thousands of dollars insurance in 
his township: The Secretary and Treasurer shall 
determine from his books the number of votes to 
which each is entitled. 

When the Secretary and Treasurer shall 
have sent a notice to each Director, stating the time 
and place of meeting, then if there be Directors 
present representing fifty votes they shall consti- 
tute a quorum.

The first is the premium paid, which is onlu a nominal 
sum, ae a for the purpose of paying officers, and managing the 
ISuak sen Cece Coae evetliag Trot “Ee. dace Gn’ 
organization. The second and real consideration is the agreement on 
the part of the assured to contribute his pro-rata share of any 
loss which may occur to other members of the association. In the 
present case, we find that Kesterson has given neither of these con- 
séderations. By examination of the receipt for the money paid by 

him, it will be seen that it was paid to the "Mutual Benefit Fire 
AKEXMKXKKXER Insurance Association". It may be said that this was 
simply a atte take | and that it was intendedto be paid to the "Mutual 
Benefit Association". Whether this be so or not, we can not tell. 
The fraudulent agents who worked the County certainly had two sets 
of papers, and they may have had some very good reason for having 
the money paid to one asso¢diation or alleged association, and issue- 
ing the policies in the name of another association; however, there 
ts no way to prove that the money paid by Kesterson was paid to the 
"Mutual Benefit Association". He prodtces the receipt which was 
given to him upon the payment of the money, and this receipt shows 
that it was paid to the "Mutual Benefit Fire Insurance Association", 
and there is no evidence in the record po conte this receipt. 

But, as before stated, this was not real consideration for the 
contract. Wone of the defendants ever got any part of the said mon- 
ey, and so far as they are individually eee even if the money 
had heen paid to the "Mutual Benefit Association", it would have 
been no consideration whatever upon which they as individuals could 
have been held. Now let us look at the other part of the supposed 


consideration. Clause One of the policy sued on provides: 





"That the insured snall bear his pro rata portion of all ex- 
penses and loss sustained by the members of this Lee Division on ac- 
count of loss or damage of property that has been assigned to this 
Lee Division, by firg} lightning, or wind-storm of any description. 
Likewise the said Association shall pay to the insured, within thir- 


ty days after the Treasurer has received notice, all damages to the 


property described below (provided the amount of insurance herein 


specified shall equal such loss) by fire, lightning, or wind-storm 
of any description." 

This is the only clause in any of the papers which makes Kester 
son liable to any one else on account of loss by fire. Now, what 
does he become liable for ? For his pro rata share of any loss on 
account of property that has been assigned to this Lee Division. 
What property has been assifned to this Lee Division ? At the end. 
of clause 11 of the policy occurs the following: "In consideration 
of the above, the insured does on tne 20th day of August in the year 
1896 at 12 o'clock noon, become a member of said association, as- 
signing to the same the following described property", and then fol- 
lows a list of the property assigned. Now, until a person signs one 
of these policies, he is not a full fledged member of the Associla- 
tion, ani has not assigned any property to it, and clearly could 
not recover on the policy. Now, the evidence shows that only two 
policies out of the whole alleged number were sver signed by the 

fe cx oo Tine Simang? Afar Fox : 
insured, viz: the policy of Kesterson himself, and that of old man 
Grabeel. None of the other defendants ever signed their policies, 
and, therefore, Kesterson never became liable to any of them unless 
it be Grabeel for any loss which any of them might sustain. As Kes- 
terson never became liable to any of them, it is cleat¥that he can 
hot hold them liable to him, unless, indeed, it be old man Grabeel. 
In other words, the contract or alleged contract lacks mutuality. 

It is not necessary to cite authorities on this subject; the Virgin- 


ia Reports are full of cases; and it is a perfectly well settled 


principle, tnat where one of two parties to a contract is not bound 
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the other party is likewise not pound. We have before stated that 
there can be no possible recovery against any of the defendants, 
unless it be against Grabeel, on the ground which we are now discus- 
sing, namely, the lack of consideration. This point does not apply 
to Grabeel, but it makes his defense on other points very much 
stronger. That is to say, the Court will, in our judgment, hesitate 
a long time before holding a man to a liability of 4700. or $800., 
who had intended to contract for a liability of only $7.00 or $8.09 
and who never had the remotest idea that he was contracting for any~- 


thing more than a liability of seven or eight dollars. 


V 
The defendants are not liable, because they entered in to the 
contract or alleged contract under a mutual mistake. 
It is not denied that all of the parties, Kestener included, 
supposed that said alleged agents were representing a bona fide cor- 
voration, and that they, after organizing, would become members of a 


corporation; and it is not denied that there was no such corporation 


por 
either de facto or de jure. By this mistake, the defendants were no 


more to blame than Kesterson. They were all deceived and defrauded 
by said alleged agents. We can not conceive of a plainer case of 
mutual mistake. See Pomeroy's Equity Jurisprudence, Sec. 838 et 


seq.. 


VI 

The alleged contract is void, because of overvaluation of prop- 
erty insured by plaintiff. 

Saction 9 of the By-laws provides: "But the insurance written 
must not exceed one-half of the cash value of such store-house and 
stock of goods". According to Kesterson's own testimony, the amount 
written on the store-house and stock of goods was about three-fourtss 
of their actual cash value; and, according to others, it was fully 
equal to the fair cash value. It is well settled that such over-vat 


uation renders the contract void. See May on Insurance, sections 


373 to 375. That the insured is bound by the by-laws, see Heyden vs 








Farmers and Mechanics Fire Association, 80th Va., page 684. 


We submit that any of the foregoing six reasons are sufficient 


to prevent the plaintiff from recovering.
